WEEKLY LETTER 

SKIM MILK IN THE 
POULTRY RATION 

The season of the year has 
now arrived when the majority 
of this year’s pullets are in pro 
uction or very nearly in product 
ion and if this is not the case 
with the individual llock, it is 
an indication that the birds 
were hatched too late 01 that 
the feed fo r development and 
growth has not been satisfact. 
ory. This Station as well a 
other experimental institutions 
have found that birds hatched 
during the latter part of March 
April and it .he early part of 
May, are most easily developed 
to come into production at the 
proper season of the year. Of 
course proper feeding of the 
birds is a s essential as a proper 
hatching date. 

So much has been said and 
written regarding the feeding 
of poultry during the last iew 
years that it seems unnecessary 
to continue to bombard poultry 
producers with such informat¬ 
ion. However, judging from the 
numerous letters which we have 
been receiving during the Inst 
two or three weeks it is appar¬ 
ent that a large number of prod 
ucers, in many cases new people 
in the business, are still seeking 
information regarding the pro. 
|>er feeding methods and most 
satisfactor v rations. 

There is no doubt that the 
feeds found on the average 
farm constitute very satisactory 
ingredients in the poultry ration 
but it should be equalley appar 
nt that these feeds are not 
sufficient in themselves. By this 
we refer particularly to the prot 
ein and mineral supplements in 
the rations and thesj are two 
very important parts of any 
poultry ration. The three ceeals 


oats, barley and wheat, can be 
made the base of any ration for 
pullets in production but only 
high quality grain should be 
used and by this term \v c refer 
especially to well-filled grains. 

l n every ration should be 
fpund items such as meat scrap, 
fish meal or milk powder. The 
only possible exception being 
where an unlimited amount of 
skim milk is available on the 
farm and even in this case it 
will usually be advisable to add 
a small amount of one of t'’e 
other protein supplements Skim 
milk has only about 10 pc, cent 
of dry matte,- and of tins only 
36V-S pei cent is digestible prot 
ein so that it can be readily 
seen that a gallon of skim milk 
contains ’ only approximately 
oUq third of a pound of digest 
ib’o protein. Therefore, in order 
for the birds to obtain the am_ 
mint of potein neeessaiv for 


body maintenance and egg prod 
uction a relatively large amount 
of skim milk must be consumed 
every day. In practice it has 
been found diffieut in most 
cases to get the birds to con¬ 
sume a sufficient mount of 
skim milk to take care of this 
requirement. One method of in¬ 
ducing consumption of the milk 
is to withhold water from the 
birds and by so doing, particula 
rly in warmer weater, if may 
lie possible that the birds will 
consume sufficient of the milk. 
I„ cooler weather this is rather 
doubtful. 

may lie added for the guid¬ 
ance of poultry feeders that in 
order to provide the required 
amount of protein skim milk 
must be consumed at the rate 
of not less than one and one 
half igallon per hundred birds 
per day. If this much is not con 
sumd fhen protein supplement 
in some other form must be 
implied to provide the requir¬ 
ements for egg production.
